3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of the record fail to teach or suggest singly and/or in combination a method and system 
which provides for estimating a capacity to be reconstructed via an error concealment 
method, deciding macroblocks to be excluded from the coding, a decision to exclude a 
macroblock from coding being made on the basis of the capacity of such macroblock to 
be reconstructed, characterized in that it also includes inserting a ^synchronization 
marker into the binary data stream after the exclusion of one or more macroblocks as 
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set forth in independent claims 1,4,7, and 8. The prior art of the record fail to teach or 
suggest singly and/or in combination a signal, i.e. coded data of a digital image, 
embodied in a carrier wave, i.e. the binary data stream, as set forth in independent 
claim 6 which conforms with 35 USC §101 computer-implemented invention guidelines.
